Occupation is out of Miss Bunting, dam of eight foals 
—seven winners—through 1946, including two $200,000 
winners and another stakes winner. All of Miss Bunting’s 
stakes winners are by *Bull Dog.

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SWAMP FEVER 


Rockingham Outbreak Coming Under Control 


SaLeMm, N. H., September 27. 
At the time I wrote my first report on 
the swamp fever epizootic, horsemen— 
through their organization (HBPA) and 
with the very able aid of Lou Smith 
(president of the New Hampshire Jockey 
Club) and his staff, Daily Racing Form, 
and others—were making every effort to 
advise the racing world of the seriousness 
of the outbreak, and to secure financial 
aid in the task of stamping out the disease. 
In a surprising short period the realiza- 
tion of need for action spread. Responses 
in the form of substantial checks from 
race tracks and individuals began pouring 
in. The Thoroughbred Racing Associa- 
tions, after a few days of indecision, de- 
cided on an all-out battle against the 
fever, and Spencer Drayton, executive 
secretary of the organization, and assist- 
ants were dispatched to Rockingham Park 
to take personal charge of operations. 


INSURANCE PROBLEM. Mr. Drayton 
announced that his organization was con- 
vinced that all the victims of the disease 
must be destroyed at once, and offered to 
pay $2.000 to the owner of every sick 
horse which was destroyed. TRA officials 
also had a number of meetings with the 
heads of insurance companies with which 
many of the sick horses were insured, and 
endeavored to persuade them, for the good 
of the horse industry and in justice to 
their policy holders, to allow the immedi- 
ate destruction of all sick horses and pay 
the insurance. 

In this effort they met deaf ears, and 
the insurance companies still maintain 
their policy of allowing insured sick 
horses to die a lingering death, or to out- 
live the term of the policy. The latter 
eventuality is, of course, what they hope 
for, and this hope has already been rea- 
lized in several cases, the most notable 
example being Magellan, which was in- 
sured for $22,500. He has been very sick 
for almost two months, but is still alive. 


His owner (who has already lost every- 
thing without realizing it) was unwilling 
to allow TRA to destroy him and pay 
$2,000 for the privilege. 

I am glad to announce that the owners 
of all uninsured sick horses but two have 
agreed to the destruction of their horses 
by the TRA, and that most of those own- 
ers who hold insurance policies on sick 
horses have also agreed to the destruction 
of their horses and are taking $2,000 in 
cash rather than depend upon a possible 
payment of the insurance policy. 

The principal holdout among the own- 
ers who have insurance is Guy Bedwell. 
Mr. Bedwell has extenuating circum- 
stances in his decision, since almost all 
of his extensive stable has come down

with fever, and he holds policies amount- 
ing to $142,000 on the horses, with eleven 
more months for the policies to run. The 
amount the TRA would pay him would 
little more than pay back the amount of 
his premium on the policies. 

For the past several days the destruc- 
tion of sick horses has been carried out 
as fast as the facilities of the abattoir will 
allow, and tomorrow morning will finish 
off the last of those to be destroyed. 

A large barn in the country has been 
requisitioned by the State of New Hamp- 
shire for use as a quarantine hospital. All 
horses whose owners now refuse to have 
them destroyed have been moved there, 
and they will remain until they either die 
of the disease or are destroyed. None of 
them can ever be of any value, unless they 
die in time for insurance to be ‘collected. 

Horsemen in this area are very bitter 
against the insurance companies. They 
feel—I think I can summarize their feel- 


ing—that the companies have shown no 
concern for the horse industry in general ~ 
or for individual policy holders, and that 
they have acted in poor faith. They tell 
one another that so many loopholes are 
written on the back of each policy that it 
is next to impossible to collect unless the 
insured horse breaks a leg off or falls 
dead. In some cases the companies have 
agreed to have horses destroyed, but only 
after needless suffering. 


It seems to be the general decision to 
abstain from insuring horses from now on. 
I believe the insurance companies will 
find much of their business gone after the 
present policies run out. There is a grow- 
ing feeling that all the policy holders 
should pool their interests and bring the 
matter into court. 


THE WAY OUT. The destruction and 
quarantining of sick horses now leaves 
the stable area at Rockingham Park en- 
tirely free from any known case of swamp 
fever. Since everyone here is familiar with 
all fever symptoms and since the tempera- 
tures of all horses have been taken twice 
daily for the past month, it is altogether 
unlikely that any other case exists. 

Dr. Harold M. Lewis, who is working 
under the authority of the Government, 
Dr. Smith, the State veterinarian, and the 
TRA are expected to outline at once the 
rules and conditions by which horses will 
be finally examined and given clean bills 
of health when the quarantine is removed. 

It is expected that blood from every 
horse on the grounds will be injected into 
test horses, a process which will either 
reveal the disease or give proof of free- 
dom from infection. This process alone 
will require one hundred, or perhaps twice 
as many, animals for blood tests. It is 
understood that the first hundred test 
horses have been ordered, and the expense 
of such a thorough examination of over 
nine hundred horses will certainly run 
into big money. The HBPA is planning 
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just how this expense is to be borne and 
when the scope of the undertaking is 
known the TRA is expected to also intersst 
itself in the undertaking, as this is the 
final step in eliminating the fever out- 
break. 

When these tests have been approved 
by the competent authority here, all horses 
excused from quarantine can be counted 
upon to be free of all infection. No section 
need be afraid to admit them, since there 
is no such thing as “being exposed to 
swamp fever.” A horse either has it, or he 
hasn't it. He is not made dangerous by 
previous nearness to a horse which has the 
disease. The fever is not carried about 
in the air, nor is a horse infected just 
through having touched a horse which has 
it. There must be an actual transfer of 
the virus out of the issue or blood of the 
sick horse into the tissue or blood of a 
well horse before the well horse becomes 
infected. 


Therefore a horse which has been proven 
clean through a blood injection test is 
just as free from swamp fever as he would 
be if he had never been within a thousand 
miles of a case of swamp fever. 


Through an ignorance or ignoring, of 
the above facts, all kinds of wild rules and 
regulations and restrictions against horses 
from New England have been sprouting 
daily all over the horse country. When a 
horse gets out of this air-tight quarantine 
in New Hampshire he will be a safe visitor 
to any section, and the horses from other 
sections will be the ones to question for 
possible fever carriers. 

Practically all other racing areas have 
had numbers of horses with fevers of 
unknown origin and cause, and some of 
them have died, but no diagnosis of what 
killed them has been made. If any horses 
are to be suspected as swamp fever car- 
riers, it must be horses from such areas, 
because they have not been screened and 
blood-tested to prove they are fever-free. 

Thse are facts; not excuses or alibis. 

The tested horses in New England will 
be the only proven free-from-fever horses 
in racing with competent veterinary cer- 
tificates to attest their health. 

They cannot leave Rockingham Park 
until the tests are completed, so no horse 
section need have any fear of them when 
released. 


THE HELPERS. An interesting side 
light on this situation is the concern of 
people whose intentions are better than 
their equipment. Dr. Lewis says that 
his phone rings all day and night and 
that he does not even bother to answer 
it any more. Calls are from people, in- 
cluding even veterinarians, who have posi- 
tive cures for swamp fever. 

Lou Smith has also been deluged with 
calls and letters on the same subject. One 
assured him that the Lord God had just 
whispered into his ear and told him what

Certificates Are Not Enough 


The page ordinarily set aside for editorial expression in recent weeks has been 
given up to matters held more important than an editor’s thoughts. If the present 
budget of space continues, the same policy may continue. But we need a few lines 
to summarize. 


The present means of preventing the spread of infectious equine anemia are (1) 
quarantine in the area of epizootic, (2) complete prohibition against shipping horses 
into New York, and (3) in other states, requirement of a veterinary certificate stating 
that any horse coming into the state does not have, and has not been exposed to, swamp 
fever. 


Of these measures, No. 2 cannot be maintained over a long period and No. 3 cannot 
be expected to be effective. Veterinarians called upon to make out certificates cannot 
certify beyond doubt a horse does not have swamp fever without going through the 
routine of testing by using the animal’s blood to inoculate another horse. They cannot 
certify that the horse has not been “exposed,” for men are not endowed with such god- 
like qualities of omniscience. 

As temporary measures the prohibition or scrutiny of shipments will probably be 
of value. But it must be recognized that whatever effectiveness they may have will be 
of very short duration. 

A new program must be developed as quickly as possible. Its provisions should 
include (1) inoculation tests of all suspected horses. (2) immediate destruction of 
any new cases found, (3) extra vigilance in preliminary diagnosis, and (4) a manifesto 
by race tracks that no discrimination will be made against horses from affected areas 
after inoculation tests have indicated the horses are free of swamp fever. 

When horses come out of the New England quarantine they should be allowed to 
move with complete freedom, for they, better than the untested animals in other sec- 
tions, can be certified free of swamp fever. 

Swamp fever can be eradicated by inoculation tests and quick destruction of affected 
animals. Regulations which become effective at state boundaries will not be enough.

to do to cure all those horses. A swarthy 
character came out to the track and said 
that he knew no horseman would believe 
him, but that in the Old Country they 
put a small pig into the stall with the 
horse and that kept him from having the 
fever. But the way I heard it, in the 
country from which that informant came, 
they put in not only a small pig, but also 
the old sow, a couple of goats, three hens, 
a cur-dog, a dozen brats, and the old 
woman. 

Of course, on the race tracks in this 
country we have advanced a little beyond 
the pig stage. We use a goat. It smells 
louder, so ought to be stronger medicine. 

But there have been really intelligent, 
interested veterinarians who have visited 
our quarantine tents to acquaint them- 
selves with the disease. Others are be- 
coming interested in research on the dis- 
ease. 

It is only giving praise where it is due 
to say that Dr. H. M. Lewis and his able 
assistants Dr. Cecil Stanfield, Dr. Upton, 
and Merle Simmons have almost worked 
themselves sick taking care of the fever 
victims. How they have kept going is 
more than most of us can see, as they get 
scaracely any time for even sleep. 


Dr. Stanfield stays at the tents day and 
night, as also does Mr. Simmons, and 
these men are beginning to show the effects 
of the strain under which they have been 
working. All of them have the apprecia- 
tion of horsemen. I might add that but 
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for the untiring and intelligent efforts 
of Lou Smith, John McDowell, Har- 
old Simmons, Frank South, and Walter 
Hapgood (editor of Horseman’s News), 
the battle against swamp fever would be 
practically unengaged, instead of almost 
won.

$60,000. The value of the uninsured 
horses here which have been infected was 
estimated by the committee appointed to 
appraise them to be $142,350. Approxi- 
mately half of the horses sick were insured 
and half uninsured, and the total insurance 
written on the sick horses was $207,500. © 


Making Tomorrow's Horsemen 


PuLLMAN, WASH. 

Under a broiling Western sun, Wash- 
ington State College’s Hilltop Stables was 
officially unveiled September 22. Wayne 
Dinsmore, secretary of the Horse and 
Mule Association, highlighted the after- 
noon’s activities with a talk on “Horses for 
Recreation and Sport.” 

Dinsmore, who came from Chicago for 
the occasion, declared the event a “His- 
tory-making chapter in American light 
horse development, as it represents the 
first time racing associations and breed- 
ing interests have joined to donate such a 
complete plant as Hilltop Stables.” 

Chairman for the occasion was M. E. 
Ensminger, head of the Department of 
Animal Husbandry at the State College 
of Washington, who planned the program 
for the scores of visitors. Included was a 
tour of the 30-acre area, its broodmare 
barn and indoor ring, stallion barn, quar- 
antine barn, and students’ house. A bar- 
becue under the direction of Dr. J. J. 
Cunha and members of the Lariat Club, 
a student organization, preceded the pres- 
entation ceremonies. 

Frank Brewster, chairman of the Wash- 
ington Horse Racing Commission, made 
the presentation of the Hilltop Stables 
to Wilson Compton, president of the col- 
lege. Also on the program was George 
Newell, secretary-treasurer of the Wash- 
ington Horse Breeder’s Association, who 
recounted the planning which resulted in 
the $60,000 plant. 

As outlined by Mr. Ensminger, the Hill- 
top Stables is designed to aid, encourage, 
and stimulate the breeding of horses in 
the State of Washington through the fol- 
lowing program: 


1. Training students in the production 
and management of horses. 


2. Conducting fundamental and applied 
Research work of importance to the horse 
industry. 


3. Locating, proving, and disseminating 
superior breeding animals. 

4. Giving impetus to the rapidly expand- 
ing light horse industry of the State and 
nation. 


Broodmares of each of the major light 
horse breeds will be retained, and two 
stallions will be stood for service. 


Among those present were Wayne Sut- 
ton, member of the Washington Horse 
Racing Commission; Morris Alhadeff, exe- 
cutive secretary of the Washington Jockey 
Club, and Mrs. Alhadeff; Frank Granger 
and Oscar Levitch, of the Inland Empire 
Racing and Fair Association; J. Kingsley 
Macomber, presiding steward at the Long- 
acres and Playfair tracks. 


Possibly the day’s most significant com- 
ments were made by a pretty college stu- 
dent who was showing visitors the stable’s 
one Thoroughbred mare: 

“This is Dolly K., dam of Kay Valley, 
winner of the Futurity last year at Long- 
acres, you know. She’s by *Honeywood 
out of Fire Dance, who’s by *Pot au Feu, 
the French champ. And she’s in foal to 
Count d’Or, a son of Reigh Count and 
*Faucille d’?Or. That’s good blood. Dolly 
K. had lots of speed, and Count d’Or, he 
won the Stars and Stripes Handicap. The 
foal is nominated already for the 1950 
Futurity by the college. Be a winner, too. 
Whole college will be there and see to 
that.”

Calumet Gets a Small Cup 
And Three Men Get a Filly

Calumet Farm played two of the three 
aces the stable was able to get into New 
York before the swamp fever ban was put 
on. They both finished in front, and 
Warren Wright’s net increment was a 
small gold cup, suitable for holding paper 
clips. Since the stable has won some- 
thing like $1,200,000 this year, this will 
not force anybody to wear the same shirt 
two days, but still no one except those 
who bet on Inheritance liked to see it 
happen. 

The disqualification of Bewitch in the 
Matron Stakes seemed to me to be justi- 
fied, because she bore over on Ghost Run 
for at least a half-mile, not interfering 
greatly with her at any one time, but 
bothering her a little for a long while. 
Eventually Ghost Run finished fourth, 
beaten a good margin, and Inheritance, 
which was not bothered at all, made a 
game but futile stab at the Bull Lea filly 
at the end, and nevertheless wound up with 
the purse. 

Still, Bewitch lost nothing but $35,060 
in my opinion, for she was definitely the 
best. I may admit, however, that she 
wasn’t as much the best as I thought she’d 
be. She’s grown a bit since I saw her 
last spring, and she loked in the pink. 
But she was bearing over—she had the 
next-to-outside post position—all the way, 
and I thought all the way down the chute 
of the 1945 Futurity when Beaugay follow- 
ed almost exactly the same course. 


FACE VALUE. The Armed-Assault race 
is going into the records, and into the 
opinion of most commentators, as a bad 
race, and the notion here is that it wasn’t. 
Armed opened up three or four lengths 
in the first furlong, and held them for a 
bit more than six furlongs. Then Assault 
cut the margin to two, or maybe a length 
and a half. That was the best he could 
do, and when Arcaro saw he was beaten 
and that the horse ahead of him was still 
running freely, he very sensibly eased As- 
sault. But the visual result was that As- 
sault was beaten five lengths, when he 
could have held it to two, I think, if any 
good could have come from it. 
~ [thought all along, as did a majority 
of horsemen, that Armed would win, and 
the fact that he did doesn’t prove to me 
that Assault wasn’t fit for the race. All 
the alarums of the week gave a contrary 
impression, but I know that before the 


race both Bob Kleberg and Max Hirsch

thought Assault had a good chance, and 
they wouldn’t if they knew the colt was 
going badly. 

Personally I’m content to take the race 
at its face value, and the consequent con- 
clusion that at a mile and a quarter Armed 
is the better horse. The comparative times 
the two horses have made, and the line 
you get through Stymie seems to support 
this, for Stymie has never given Armed 
any trouble, as in the Pimlico Special of 
1945 and last year’s Suburban, while he 
has frequently pushed Assault hard at 
comparable distances. 

If anyone is looking for any more spec- 
ials, and may heaven forbid, Armed’s logi- 
cal opponent is Arnold Hanger’s *Rico

NO SLUMP AT DONCASTER 


England’s principal yearling sales were 
back at Doncaster for the first time since 
the war. In 1946 the “Doncaster” sales 
had been held at Newmarket. In this 
year’s four-day session, September 9-12, 
there was a general expectation that 
prices would go down in keeping with the 
markets in other countries. 


They didn’t. A total of 325 yearlings 
brought the record aggregate of 597,725 
guineas, and the average, 1,833 guineas 
($7,754), was only about 54% per cent 
under the 1946 average. 


As in the past two years the Gaekwar 
of Baroda paid the top price. On the 
third day—two days before he won the 
St. Leger with Sayajirao, at 28,000 guin- 
eas the highest-priced yearling ever sold 
—his trainer, Fred Armstrong, bid 14,000 
guineas ($59,220, counting the guinea at 
$4,23) for the Beech House Stud’s colt by 
Big Game out of Cap d’Or, by Gold Bridge. 
Other high prices, in guineas: 

Major L. B. Holliday’s ch. f. 4 Turk- 
han—Hyndford Bridge, by eres- 

ford E. Williams 9,300 
E. Bellaney’s ch. f. by Hyperion—

Commander FitzGerald also sold a 
Solario—Friction filly for 7,100 guineas. 
Top prices received by National Stud were 
6,500 and 6,300 guineas for fillies by 
Nearco and Stardust. 
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Monte, which gave Stymie far too much 
to do in the Manhattan. The Argentinian 
has the same keen early speed that makes 
Armed so formidable, and the same ability 
to carry it ahead of any rushes from be- 
hind. He licked Stymie in the Whitney 
and he has twice scored off Gallorette. 

Chances are that Pimlico is hoping to sit 
still and have this one drop into its lap, 
for these seem two of the contenders for 
the Pimlico Special, if not the only two. 

It was, by the way, quite a day at Bel- 
mont, skipping over the fact that the only 
odds-on favorite to win couldn’t be bet on 
through the pari-mutuels, with four races 
drawing top horses, the fourth of course 
being the one in which With Pleasure and 
130 pounds proved unable to catch Mango- 
hick and 104. 

Assorted charities and assorted book- 
makers profited most, for Warren Wright 
gave the Special purse to the former, and 
there was apparently a considerable vol- 
ume of betting on the big race, particular- 
ly the night before, in town, after it became 
known there would be no legal wagering. 


One man at the track, making a modest 
book, was asked for a line on the race and 
he said, “Armed 1 to 3, Assault 7 to 5.” 
Then he added triumphantly, “And it’s 
the only wheel in town!” 


DONALD AND RONALD. As though 
matters weren’t confused enough, a set of 
twins has shown up in the jockey room. 
These are Donald and Ronald Brigley, 17- 
year-olds from Astoria, L. I., and evidently 
named for two of the Disney ducks. They 
can do about a hundred pounds, but so 
far haven’t had many occasions to do it. 


Donald, however, has made the most of 
his opportunities. His first mount was 
at Monmouth Park June 7, and he came 
dashing down in front in his first try. 
Then here last Thursday he got his sec- 
ond mount, a plater named Equate which 
was going against allowance horses. With 
fillies like Bee Ann Mac and Trilby in the 
race, Equate was disregarded with some 
emphasis, but evidently the mud moved 
her up, for here came Donald again, at 
$129.40, somewhat to the astonishment of 
J. P. (Sammy) Smith, who trains the 
Equistone filly for J. E. Hughes, and 
hadn’t bet on her. 

Ronald, who has had a few mounts 
without a winner, had his first mount here 
the following day. It would have made a 
good story if he had won, but the sad truth 
is that he finished twentieth in a 25-horse 
race, with Leo Gerngross’s Busy Chief. 

Since the Brigleys are identical twins, 
various methods of identifying them, in- 
cluding lip tattooing, have been suggested. 
It occurs to me that the first time one of 
them gets suspended it’s going to task The 
Jockey Club, which isn’t good at small 
puzzles anyway, to make sure the sus- 
pended one doesn’t go on riding under his 
brother’s name.

The Comparative Valuation 


Of Speed, Breeding, and Bugs 


NOTE FOR POSTERITY This item is 
addressed to that research worker, or 
plain Thoroughbred breeder, who in Oc- 
tober, 2047 A. D., will take down from its 
shelf this priceless bound volume of THE 
Bioop-Horse to discover if he can, whether 
the standards for appraising Thoroughbred 
breeding stock have changed in a hundred 
years. Dear Sir: 

Last night I was turning the pages of 
that excellent fortnightly publication the 
New Zealand Farmer, issue of August 21. 
On page 56 was an advertisement of Isaac 
of York, at the Ngaroma Park Stud, Hast- 
ings. His fee was 125 guineas. 

On the opposite page was an advertise- 
ment for Golden Souvenir, standing at 
the Karamu Stud, Hastings, at a fee of 
100 guineas. 

Of course, the owners of stallions vary 
in the amount of realism they use in fixing 
stud fees, but in general the fee may be 
taken to represent the market, the de- 
mand, the comparative valuation. Thus 
a season to Isaac of York was worth 25 
per cent more than one to Golden 
Souvenir. 

Isaac of York, bred in England in 1940, 
is by Hyperion out of Cora Deans, by 
Coronach. The pedigree is good. He 
ran seven times in England at two, three, 
and four years of age. If he had won all 
the races in which he ran he would have 
earned £1,550, or about $6,200. Enough, 
say, to pay his keep. But the best he did 


was to finish third once, in the Wood 
Ditton Stakes. In four cheap races at 
four he came close as seventh on two 
occasions. He carried low weights, ran at 
liberal odds. The best that could be said 
for his racing career was that he ran over 
well known tracks. 

Golden Souvenir, on the other hand, was 
bred in New Zealand—definitely a mis- 
take. He is advertised as “the greatest 
New Zealand stake winner since Desert 
Gold,” by Lang Bian, “the greatest sire 
of stayers in New Zealand since Martian,” 
and out of Valadore, a mare from the 
family of *Phar Lap and dam of Kinder- 
garten, “one of the greatest horses ever 
bred south of the line.” 

There seems to be nothing wrong with 
Golden Souvenir except that his name is 
not decorated with the little typographical 
bug which distinguishes foreign from 
native-bred horses. 

What Golden Souvenir needs is to be 
exported to some country where he can 
enjoy the advantages of an asterisk. 

Off this example we should make the 
following rough estimate of a table of 
equivalents as of 1947: 


1 oz. of pedigree equals 10 Ib. 
of class. 

1 imported-mark (*) equals 35 
Ib. of class. 


These equivalents are for untried stal- 
lions. After a horse’s get have raced a 


slight adjustment may be necessary. For 
instance, if he has a poor pedigree and 
his offspring run very well, it is necessary 
to give a higher rating to his pedigree in 
order to bring the figures in line. The 
rules for this operation are set forth in 
McHenry McAdam MecNutt’s noted work, 
The Science of Second Guessing. 

For instance, the pedigree of Stimulus 
was pretty weak until he became a success- 
ful sire. The pedigree of *Blenheim 2nd 
had to be adjusted upwards three points 
to account for his phenomenal success. 
The same for *McGee, Man o’ War, Bull 
Lea. *Challenger 2nd had to be improved 
four points, Questionnaire six, Son-in-Law 
nine, and Wise Counsellor seventeen. 

If it were not for this handy device of 
making adjustments by hindsight in the 
relative value of pedigrees, we would have 
been forced to make adjustments in our 
judgment of the comparative values of 
pedigrees and racing performance in pre- 
dicting breeding value. As it is, we can 
account for our mistakes with a minimum 
of difficulty and pass on to new ones. 

I wonder if things will have changed in 
a hundred years. Do you mind if I look 
over your shoulder? 


BUT SEVEN, HUH? Figures don’t lie, 
but my friend Col. Clinton B. Alves figures. 
In the midst of an interesting article in the 
August number of the Thoroughbred of 
California he declares, in an outburst of 
horror: “Of the first one hundred Oaks 
winners, there were but seven which pro- 
duced Oaks winners.” 

That would be a ratio of 14 Oaks win- 
ners to one Oaks-winning daughter. 

If Mr. Alves wishes to approximate 
them he will find that of the first 50,000 
filly foals in England since 1780 which 
failed to win the Oaks, 93 produced Oaks 
winners. 

That would be a ratio of 538 non-Oaks 


winners to one Oaks-winning daughter.

A Race Is a Race, But 
A Special Is a Headache 


MONDAY, September 22. Armed fin- 
ished second to Polynesian in a six-fur- 
long race run in 1:11 despite the fact that 
the track was sloppy. Nobody worried, 
least of all Ben and Jimmy Jones, his 
trainers. “After all,” said Ben, “Armed 
has never won an important race in the 
mud.” 

Assault worked nine furlongs in 1:5275 
(or ¥5). Trainer Max Hirsch didn’t like 
the way he went, suspected a previously 
harmless splint was bothering the colt. 
He suggested that the principals had better 
talk over the question whether to call off 
the race. 

TUESDAY. September 23. Assault felt 
better. Hirsch felt better. Owners War- 
ren Wright and Robert J. Kleberg, Jr., 
conferred with George D. Widener, presi- 
dent of Belmont Park. and announced 
that the race would be run as scheduled. 

THURSDAY, September 25. Assault 
worked a mile in the rain, in 1:4154, first 
three-quarters in 1:1335. Hirsch reported 
that Assault looked “better than he has in 
along time.” A little later Hirsch thought 
he noted a touch of soreness in the left 
fore leg. He called the Joneses over to 
his barn, showed them what he meant. 
They shook noncommital heads. Later in 
the day Hirsch told Joe Palmer: “He was 
lame and in real pain, but later he seemed 
to get better, and finally he was walking 
almost all right.” 

FRIDAY, September 26. Kleberg got 
in from Wilmington, where he had been 
arrested in a traffic accident, listened to 
his trainer, and announced: “Because of 
the intense public interest and long antici- 
pation of this race, we have decided to run 
Assault and hope he will be at his best. 
In an ordinary stake or other race I 
doubt that I should start him, but in a 
special of this kind where there would 
be no race at all if we scratched, we have 
decided to run, and it may be, as we hope, 
that Assault will run as well as he worked 
yesterday.” 

Mr. Widener. seeing the track was fool- 
ing with dynamite, cut the fuse. He an- 
nounced there would be no betting on the 
special. 

SATURDAY, September 27. Armed 
took the lead as they came out of the gate, 
ran in front all the way. Eddie Arcaro 
made his try on Assault as they rounded 
the turn for home. Assault’s best got 
him within about two lengths of Armed, 
at the head of the stretch. Recognizing 
defeat, Arcaro did not punish Assault. 
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Armed was three lengths ahead at the 
eighth-pole, eight lengths in front at the 
finish. 

Warren Wright announced at once that 
the $100,000 purse would be given away, 
$30,000 each to the American Red Cross 
and the Damon Runyon Cancer Fund. 

For the majority of the majority who 
thought Armed would win whether As- 
sault was sound or not, the result seemed 
conclusive enough. Assault’s minority 
was almost unanimously of the opinion 
that it left the question of comparative 
class quite unsettled. Nobody got a full 
measure of satisfaction. 

Even Bob Kleberg, who comes from the 
Texas Quarter Horse country and is used 
to matches, had a change of heart. “I 
guess I’m responsible for this race today,” 
he told the Herald Tribune’s Red Smith, 
“but I’ve learned my lesson and from now 
on I’m against big matches like this.”

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STUD NEWS 


Coldstream Stud Sells 1,000 Acres 
And 30 Mares to Henry H. Knight 


When the late C. B. Shaffer, Chicago 
oil man, decided to become a land owner 
in Kentucky, he purchased from the Beazly 
Brothers a tract just outside Lexington 
which had been operated by Price Me- 
Grath and later by Col. Milton Young as 
McGrathiana Stud. By later purchases 
of adjoining land, including a small tract 
which had been called Coldstream Farm, 
he brought his holdings to 1,726 acres, 
which he administered as trustee for his 
son and daughter. 


Under the name of Coldstream Farm the 
place became one of Kentucky’s best 
known farms, and in the ’thirties it attained 
rank as one of the country’s most success- 
ful breeders of Thoroughbreds for the 
market. Its ownership passed to Mr. and 
Mrs. E. E. Dale Shaffer, and last year was 
transferred to Coldstream Stud, Ine. 


Last week Coldstream shrank by more 
than half. Henry H. Knight, fresh from 
a deal involving hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in stallion purchases, bought 1,020 
acres of it, including the training barn 
and track and the agricultural land along 
the north side of the farm, and at the 
same time purchased 30 of the stud’s 60 
broodmares. 


Mr. Knight said the land would be 
used to supplement his Almahurst Farm, 
which lies about 12 miles from Lexington 
on the opposite side of the city. Improve- 
ments will be added whenever possible 
(most of the barns are on the portion re- 
tained by Coldstream Stud, Inc.). Poses- 
sion will be given early in November. 


Young Dale Shaffer was not getting out 
of the horse business. He had decided to 
limit his operations to about 30 mares.

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Trainer Hughes Goes Home 


At Saratoga Alex Gordon sat down to 
talk with an old crony whose white hair 
and moustache have been familiar to 
American race-goers for well over half a 
century. 

Trainer Hughes was ailing. Too much 
watermelon, maybe, he said. But he knew 
ijt was more than that. 

“I don’t feel well, Alex,” he said. “I 
think I’d like to go home.” 

“Where is home?” asked Gordon. There 
had been times when Alex Gordon had 
stopped to manage farms, or at least 
break yearlings. But Trainer Hughes had 
scarcely had a permanent address since 
his ‘teens. 

“I think I’d like to go down to the 
Lafayette Hotel.” 

(It would be nice sitting in the corner 
by the elevator. Maybe Tom Cromwell 
would come by, or Phil Chinn, or Tom 
Piatt. Tandy Hughes would be there, and 
on Saturday Cary Ward. John Morris 
was still in the hospital—wouldn’t see 
him any more. But there would be other 
old friends. There would be talk about 
horses. ) 

Gordon talked to Charlie Casey, and 
Casey came down to Lexington with 
Trainer. The old man had to stay in his 
room at first. But his strength gathered, 
and he came downstairs and sat in the 
chairs in the corner of the lobby, next to 
the elevator shaft. Bill Hurley, who 
trained the Bradley horses, stopped off on 
the way to Miami and stayed a week. On 
Monday of last week he rode out to 
Keeneland with Frank Catrone, trainer of 
the Allen T. Simmons stable. 

(The air was clear and light, with an 
edge of autumn coolness. Horses were 
getting sharp workouts for the fall meet- 
ing. The white fences of Calumet gleamed 
in the sun. The Trainer was glad he 
came. This would be a good place for it.) 


The life span of Charles Henry Hughes 
went back to the days of Lincoln and 
Douglas and *Bonnie Scotland. He was 
born August 25, 1859, at Richmond, Ind., 
into a family in which one brother owned 
a few trotting horses and another was a 
well known trainer of trotters and owned 
a few runners besides. He began with 
trotters, “rubbed” for ten years, became 
a trainer, went to California, worked there 
for L. J. Rose. For his employer he took 
a load of yearlings to New York to be 
sold, and there decided to change to 
runners. 

Now in his early thirties, Hughes went 
back to the bottom, began once more as a 
rubber, for John Croker. After a while 
he was second trainer, then trainer, for 
himself and others, and moved to Ken- 
tucky for most of his activities. From 
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there on he was associated with a long 
list of good horses in many ownerships. 

For E. S. Gardner he trained the famous 
mare Ida Pickwick and other high-class 
horses. For Eugene Leigh and Bob Rose 
he trained Clifford (best son of Bramble) 
and Chant. He missed winning the Ken- 
tucky Derby with Chant, having preferred 
to back his own charge Pearl Song when 
Leigh asked him to train Chant early in 
1894. It was after Chant had beaten 
Pearl Song in the Derby that he took over 
the son of Falsetto. 


Six years later he won the Derby with 
Charles Head Smith’s Lieut. Gibson,

which he had bought as a 2-year-old. He 
also trained Alfred Featherston’s Typhoon 
2nd after the latter had won the Derby. 

While he was trainer and manager for 
Henry M. Ziegler, treasurer of the city of 
Cincinnati, he had the noted Hermis, along 
with other good horses. When Ziegler 
went to France the stable was broken up, 
and Trainer Hughes did little training 
thereafter. 


He was for a few years in the employ 
of the late Edward F. Simms, master of 
Xalapa Farm in Bourbon County, Ken- 
tucky. In one year (1920) he broke 52 
yearlings for Simms, the crop which in- 
cluded My Play and Lucky Hour. Under 
his direction was set up Mr. Simms’ (now 
John Hay Whitney’s) private training 
grounds adjoining the Saratoga race 
course, a project which cost approximately 
half a million dollars. This was his last 
major assignment. 


But he kept close to the races, as stable 
agent, or official, or as adviser to new- 
comers among owners. He got the late 
Leo J. Marks his first horse; the yearling 
he picked was Misstep, one of the best 
of the great crop of horses foaled in 1925. 
At the request of his longtime friend the 
late Col. E. R. Bradley he choose a year- 
ling for Mrs. Louis G. Kaufman; this 
one was *Twink, a good stakes winner as 
a 2-year-old. 

A quiet man, always well dressed, and 
distinguished by hair and moustache which 
had been white for as long as his oldest 
friends could remember, Trainer Hughes 
had such modesty that when he died news- 
paper men discovered that, although they 
had known him for years, they scarcely 
knew enough about him to write his obitu- 
ary. He did some boasting, however: he 
had never been called into the stand, he 
said, except as an official. 

He had no family, but at the Lafayette 
there would be Len Shouse and there 
would be other friends. 


About 8 o’clock on the evening of Sep- 
tember 25 he asked Mr. Shouse to come 
up to his room. Maybe somebody could 
come up and sit with him. He was hav- 
ing a little trouble breathing. It would 
pass off, he said. If anything happened 
to him, give his watch to Alex Gordon. 

In a little while Joe Keith stopped 
in to see him. He died a little later. 
Jimmy Ross called up to tell Len Shouse 
to have him buried in the Ross lot at 
Calvary Cemetery. Just over the hill 
from there was Idle Hour. 


H. W. Maxwell Dies

The Jockey Club, died of a heart attack 
at his home at Glen Cove, N. Y., on Sep- 
tember 13. He also was a member of 
the Turf and Field Club and other sport- 
ing organizations, and owned a racing 
stable.

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Bull Lea and Other Sires of 2-Year-Old Winners 


The young Calumet Farm sire Bull Lea, 
whose sons and daughters are setting an 
all-time record this year with earnings 
well past the million-dollar mark, is re- 
presented by a crop of 2-year-olds that is 
gaining for him the leadership as a sire 
of juvenile winners. Through the racing 
of September 20, his 2-year-olds had won 
$276,455, which took him to the No. 1 
position on the list. 

*Beau Pere, whose stud accomplish- 
ments before his death this year pointed 
him out as one of the country’s leading 
sires, is second, and the young stallion 
Requested, whose first crop of foals is rac- 
ing this year, is third. Requested had 
only nine registered foals in his first crop. 
Four of these are winners (two are stakes 
winners), and another has placed. 

In almost the same category is Amphi- 
theatre, which has a place among the 
current leaders. From a second crop of 
five foals he has three winners which have 
placed him ninth on the list. 

Besides Requested, the other stallion 
among the leaders which has his first full 
crop racing this year is Whirlaway, with 
ten winners and three placed horses from 
a crop of 24. 

On the list of sires of the most winners, 
*Beau Pere is at the top. His American 
stock have been generally precocious. He 
is followed closely by Joe Goodwin’s Balla- 
dier, W. L. Brann’s Challedon, and George 
D. Widener’s Eight Thirty. 

*Beau Pere also leads in number of 
races won, with 25 to his credit. Balla- 
dier and Bull Lea are tied for second 
place with 23 each. Requested, with his 
small number of foals, and Whirlaway rep- 
resent the younger stallions. 

Most of the leaders in point of money 
won also are represented on the list of 
sires with the most winning races to their 
credit. 

The *Beau Pere story is enhanced 
further in that he is credited with the 
most stakes winners, three. They have 
a total of four stakes to their credit. Re- 
quested and Bull Lea each has two 
stakes winners of a total of seven stakes. 
The California stallion Bargello ranks 
with *Blenheim 2nd in having two stakes 
winners of three stakes races. 


Success Story. It would not greatly 
matter to Bull Lea whether one took 2- 
year-olds, 3-year-olds, or older horses as 
the basis for a list of sires. In any cate- 
gory he excels. His representatives in 
1947 racing include not only Bewitch, the 
top 2-year-old filly, and Citation, possibly 
the top 2-year-old colt, but also Faultless, 
one of the best 3-year-olds, and Armed, 
which is now the unquestioned champion 
among the older horses.

Bull Lea’s record is extraordinary. His 
first foals raced in 1943. Of 15 registered 
foals, 14 started, 13 won, including the 
remarkable group of stakes winners Twi- 
light Tear, Durazna, Harriet Sue, and 
Armed. In the second crop were 23 foals, 
20 starters, 15 winners, including the 
stakes winners Twosy, Good Blood, and 
Bull Play. 

Of 27 foals in the third crop, 26 started, 
22 have won to date, including High Shine 
and Degage. The fourth crop, now 3- 
year-olds, consisted of 20 named foals. 
All have raced, 19 have won, and the other 
has placed. The stakes winners in this 
crop are Faultless and Lookout Jester. 
Faultless, after showing himself a nip-and- 
tuck contender for leading 3-year-old 
honors in the spring, began to lose flesh 
and had to be put aside for a rest. 

Thus the summary of the first four crops 
reads: 85 named foals 80 starters, 67 
winners, 11 stakes winners to date. The 
proportion of winners to foals is 79 per 
cent. 

Last year Bull Lea’s get earned $650,- 
681, but he was nosed out of leading sire 
honors by *Mahmoud. This year there 
is no likelihood that the Calumet stallion 
will be overtaken. The record he is 
making probably will last a long while. 
From 1943 through 1946 his get had earned 
$1,378,977. This year they have earned 
well over a million dollars and may more 
than double the record figure of $683,025 
set up by *Mahmoud last year.

Champions Below the Equator 


Rio DE JANEIRO 

THE UNDEFEATED. There is an 
abundance of champions in South America 
at present. Brazil and Argentina have 
some very good horses for their top races, 
especially the distance events, and Uru- 
guay has an unbeaten 3-year-old colt 
which appears to be of top class. 

Heron and Heliaco, the noted sons of 
Formasterus, are dominating racing in 
Brazil in a manner that suggests their 
class is much higher than average. In 
Argentina the champion Academico, which 
had not raced since January, gained a 
brilliant victory recently, and several un- 
beaten juveniles are attracting notice. 


SIX STARTS. SIX WINS. Nigromante, 
a very muscular colt, has won his sixth 
consecutive race. After winning the 
Polla de Potrillos (Two Thousand Guin- 
eas equivalent), he started on September 
9 in the Gran Premio Jockey Club (sec- 
ond leg of the Argentine Triple Crown, 
about 114 miles) at the Palermo course in 
Argentina. Only five others raced against 
him. The good colt Doubtless set a fast 
pace, and Nigromante lay second or third 
until the stretch. He went very wide on 
the turn, after meeting interference, but 
won easily by 214 lengths over Doubtless. 
Peixoto was third, a neck behind Doubt- 
less. The time was 2:0144. 

The race was worth 60,000 Argentine 
pesos to the winner, which was ridden by 
Jockey A. Llhuillier. The win was Nig- 


romante’s sixth in six starts.

Nigromante is a son of the famous 
Embrujo, the best son of Congreve, and 
is the second foal of the fair-class winner 
Nigua, whose first offspring, Nina Bruja, 
also by Embrujo, was the best 3-year-old 
filly of 1946 in Argentina. 

Nigromante is now regarded to be at 
least as good as his sire. His pedigree 
indicates he will stay the extra 214 fur- 
longs of the Argentine Derby, for Em- 
brujo was good at any distance. 


Saturday, October 4, 1947 


Four of the leading colts were not in 
the Gran Premio. They were Murano, 
El Guaso, El Gaucho, and Alumbre. But 
as Doubtless and Peixoto had _ beaten 
them in other races, the victory of Nig- 
romante was conclusive. In the Derby, 
Nigromante will meet the unbeaten filly 
Bullanguera, regarded by some persons 
as his superior. 


ACADEMICO, EASED UP. Last No- 
vember the Gran Premio Carlos Pellegrini 
was won by Academico. In the beaten 
field were such horses as Ensueno and 
the Argentine Derby winner Seductor. 
Seductor was badly bumped in the race 
and Ensueno pulled up lame, but Academ- 
ico won impressively, just the same, and 
was called a true champion. 

In January Academico went to Uruguay 
and won the Gran Premio Jose Pedro 
Ramirez, at about 1% miles, same dist- 
ance as the Carlos Pellegrini, and beat 
Cervantes, the Uruguayan Derby winner. 
The margin was less than a length, but 
Academico still won easily. 


After that he was retired because of 
sore feet, and did not race again until 
September 14, when he started at Palermo 
in the Gran Premio de Honor, a race 
established in 1887. Among the Honor 
winners are some of Argentina’s great 
horses. Its distance, about 1 9/16 miles, 
is regarded as a strenuous test for horses 
being considered for stud purposes. Bota- 
fogo was an Honor winner, as were Cute 
Eyes, Macon, Balbuco, Banderin, Bon Vin, 
and others. Last year the race was won 
by Churrinche, which also -had won it in 
1945. Churrinche has been placed in the 
stud. 


This year’s field was weak. Endeavour 
and Ensueno had gone to the U. S., Seduc- 
tor had gone into the stud. The best of 
the older horses seemed to be Cabure, but 
he injured himself and was retired. Thus 
Academico ran only against second-rate 
horses, the best of which was Cervantes. 
Academico made a fast pace, won by 
several lengths, eased up. Malquerido 
was second, Cervantes third, Moslem 
fourth. The time was 3:4414,. 


Academico, owned by the Madrigano 
Stable, is by Sind—Artemisa, by Congreve 
—Delta, by Adam’s Apple, and thus has a 
classic Argentine pedigree. He is un- 
sound, though he is regarded as a possible 
winner of the Gran Premio Carlos Pelli- 
grini in. November, in which he will meet 
Nigromante and many other good horses. 

I rate Academico as a really good horse, 
but admittedly he is a lucky one. When 
he beat Seductor and Ensueno in last 
year’s Carlos Pellegrini, both of them had 


misfortunes. After that Ensueno and En- 
deavour were exported, Seductor was re- 
tired. I should like to see him meet the 
Brazilian champions Heliaco and Heron. 
However, these two will not go in the 
Carlos Pellegrini. 


URUGUAY’S POLVORIN. Until the 
Gran Premio Jockey Club (second leg of 
the Uruguayan Triple Crown, 114 miles), 
Uruguay had two unbeaten colts, an un- 
beaten filly, and two other colts of the 
first ranking. In this race all five of them 
got together. The unbeaten colts were 
Polvorin and Lanceador, the unbeaten 
filly was Quietud, and the other colts were 
Vuecencia and Salamalec. 

In the Polla de Potrillos, Polvorin had 
not run his best, though he ran well enough 
to beat Vuecencia, which had been unde- 
feated to that time. But for the Gran 
Premio he was on edge, and won by three 
lengths from Vuecencia, with Lanceador 
third. The time was 2:0124. Thus the 
son of Socorro!—Polcahue won his seventh 
consecutive victory, without a defeat, and 
is the strong favorite for the Uruguayan 
Derby at 1 9/16 miles. His sire Socorro! 
was one of Uruguay’s great horses of the 
thirties. 


SOUTH AMERICAN STYMIE. Great- 
est money-winner of the Brazilian Turf is 
Heliaco, stablemate of Heron. On Septem- 
ber 14 he started against four others in 
the Grande Premio Guanabara (about 
1% miles), won by several lengths in 
3:1344 over a very heavy track. Hereo 
was second, Caxambu third. 

Heliaco now has started 11 times, won 
all his races, earned 2,470,000 cruzeiros, 
the record for South America. (Averaging 
the cruzeiro at 5.45 cents, Heliaco’s total 
would be equal to $134,515.—Ed.) 


Francisco Eduardo de Paula 
Machado, who directs the racing 
and breeding interests for his 
family, said to me recently that 
he will send Heliaco to the U. S. 
next year for the Empire Gold 
Cup, if the race is held. 

However, he said that this de- 
pends on whether American 
horses come down there for the 
Grande Premio Brasil of 1948, 
whose international conditions 
will be announced soon. 


WEIGHT SCALE. I read with interest 
Mr. Estes’ article on international racing 
in THE Bioop-Horse of August 16. How- 
ever, there are some very important points 
to be cleared up. For instance, it will be 
necessary to establish an _ international 
scale of weights for age, because of the 
age differences between horses foaled in 
countries below and above the equator. 

When European or North American 
horses come to Brazil, their ages are 
counted from January 1, but if a South 
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American horse goes North, his age is 
not accepted from July 1. 

Why is this? Maybe it is time that we 
changed our rules down here or you 
change yours. 


TOP BRAZILIANS. There is a very 
good unbeaten colt in Brazil, but it is 
not possible to assert, at this time, that he 
is the best in the country. Brazil has two 
major racing centers—Rio de Janeiro and 
Sao Paulo—and until the best horses from 
each area race against each other, the 
national leaders cannot be ascertained. 

Best at Rio’s Gavea course is a colt 
named Hamdan. He has won every start, 
all of them in stakes, and his superiority 
over the other 3-year-olds at the track is 
so marked that only one horse came out 
against him in the Classico Antonio Prado 
(about one mile) on September 6. This 
was Vavau, to which Hamdan gave 13 
pounds and a six-length beating over a 
very heavy track. 

Hamdam was bred by Jose Paulino 
Nogueira, is owned by Jose Buarque de 
Macedo, and is by Seventh Wonder out 
of the fine stakes-winning mare Carioca, 
by Schahriar. Carioca is the dam of three 
other stakes winners. 

Hamdam is a beautifully made colt. 
being strong, well balanced, with straight 
legs and powerful shoulders, despite the 
fact that he still is immature. I am sure 
he will continue to develop between now 
and next year, but I am not confident that 
he will be able to go much farther than a 
mile and a half. 

Hamdam’s counterpart at the Cidade 
Jardim track is Derviche. After losing a 
race, Derviche won three good events in a 
row, then came out on September 9 in the 
Grand Premio Ipiranga, at about a mile. 
against nine other top 3-year-olds. One of 
his rivals was Juaseiro, which had a very 
good reputation. 

Under the expert riding of L. Gonzalez, 
Derviche moved into the lead, then was 
taken back. At the three-eighths pole he 
went to the front again and won going 
away by several lengths. Juaseiro was 
second, Guaraz was third, the others were 
well beaten. 

Derviche’s victory was quite decisive. 
He will not meet Hamdam in the Colt’s 
Criterium on September 28, but may meet 
him in the Grand Criterium, at Gavea. 
Derviche, bred and owned by H. de Toledo 
Lara, is a son of the Felicitation horse 
Congratulations, and is out of the good 
winner Soloma, by Alan Breck. Soloma 
also is dam of the Derby winner Bonitao. 
This is good blood, and I hope Derviche 


will stay well. 


EIGHT OUT OF ELEVEN. Heron, the 
4-vear-old colt whose races have made him 
look like a real champion, won the Grande 
Premio Jockey Club Brasileiro (about two 
miles) at Gavea on September 7. Miron, 
the Uruguayan crack, tried to make a race 
of it, but felt the pace over the heavy 
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track and dropped back. Heron won by 
five lengths, eased up, from Zorro, last 
year’s winner, with Multiple third, and 
Miron fourth. This year none of the 
great “international” races at Gavea was 
run over a fast track. 

Heron bred and owned by the Paula 
Machado Stable, now has started 11 times, 
won eight races, has been second twice, 
and third once. 


ITALY 


Tenerani Wins 


The St. Leger

RoME 
At the San Siro (Milan) the Italian St. 


Leger was run September 21. Its signifi- 
cance was discounted, since the only oppo- 
sition to the year’s top colt, Tenerani, were 
the moderate Furigolo, Gong, and Fur- 
betto. Tenerani’s direct rival, Scanno, 
had been returned to his winter quarters 
in Rome, and Zambra hadn’t been nomi- 
nated. 


Tenerani won by 12 lengths, officially; 
practically, there never was a race, but 
only a display of energy by jockey En- 
rico Camici, who had to work hard, as 
usual, on Tenerani, to keep him going in 
the first part of the 154 miles. Tenerani 
is a very cold and lazy horse, and only stay- 
ing courses really suit him. 


Tenerani has thus attained Italy’s 
Quadruple Crown, a feature which only 
three horses before him were able to ac- 
complish, these being *Ortello, Niccolo 
dell’Areca, and *Gladiolo. But we heard 
with regret that Federico Tesio has for- 
feited him from the Prix de l’Are de 
Triomphe. Tenerani is a very good horse. 
but Mr. Tesio had nothing in hand to 
prove to him that Tenerani was going to 
beat the best French and English horses.

The previous defeat of Tenerani by 
Zambra at Merano is probably the de- 
termining factor in the absence of our 
champion from the French race. On that 
occasion Tenerani proved that he was not 
in order enough as to give Zambra seven 
pounds plus sex allowance, and we know 
that Mr. Tesio goes abroad only when he 
is able to give weight to everybody in this 
country. So he did with Nearco. 


This year our only representative to 
Paris, out of five original nominations, will 
be again the 5-year-old Fante, and I do 
not think he will do much against Sou- 
verain and the best French colts. But 
Fante is a stout performer, and will go as 
a proof of our good will, and in the hope 
we may send more next year (and we 
should do it, if our excellent juveniles hold 
good at three). 


At San Siro another important race on 
St. Leger day was the gallop of Aristeo, 
a 4-year-old by *Ortello—Archidamia, 
whom Trainer Federico Regoli sent in a 
2.000-meter race (114 miles), to prepare 
for bigger stakes to come. If Aristeo re- 
mains sound, we shall soon see him re- 
vealed as one of our best horses. 


Other winners of the day at San Siro 
included Zloty, Mustang, Trevisana, and 
Nemico. Zloty is a 2-year-old colt by 
Bozzetto out of Flumigela, dam of the top 
racer and successful sire Zuccarello. He 
ran the 1,000 meters in 59 seconds, excep- 
tional time here, where the tracks are 
slower than yours. 


Mustang won by 15 lengths at 1% 
miles. A 3-year-old bay colt by *Ortello 
—Munda, he is, as you say in America, a 
hell of a colt. (Varola must have picked 
up this expression from Cliff Smouse, who 
came back from Italy describing Mustang 
in the same fashion—Ep.)  Trevisana, 
unbeaten in three starts, is a 2-year-old 
half sister to Tenerani. 

Nemico, a stakes winner last year, is a 
son of Walter J. Salmon’s recent purchase, 
Vezzano. Second to him in a seven-fur- 
long race was another of the offspring of 
Vezzano, the high-class filly Katia. Rarely 
have Milan’s race-goers seen so many 
good winners on the same day. 


Vezzano also had the honors of the day 
in Rome, where his chestnut son Pericolo 
beat a good field in the day’s best race. 


WAR VALOR DESTROYED 


War Valor, 6-year-old chestnut gelding 
by War Glory—Valoria, by Gallant Sir, 
was destroyed at Del Mar on September 
21 because of injuries received during the 
running of the Del Mar Handicap on 
September 20. A tendon was severed 
when he was struck by the hoof of another 
horse. 

The day before the race he had been 
bought by Mr. and Mrs. J. H. Seley, of 
San Marino, Calif., for a reported $16,000. 

War Valor this year had won _ the 
Walter Connolly and Labor Day Handi- 
caps at Del Mar.

BETTING RULED OUT 


Pari-mutuel betting on horse races and 
dog races would be illegal in Alabama, 
the State’s Supreme Court stated in an 
advisory opinion requested by the legis- 
lature. Laws prohibiting lotteries within 
the State also would apply to betting on 
races, the majority opinion read. Bills 
to legalize pari-mutuel betting had been 
under consideration. 


BREAKAGE BILL UPHELD 


The validity of a law governing pari- 
mutuel breakage at New Jersey race tracks 
was upheld by the State’s Court of Errors 
and Appeals. The law, which favors the 
Atlantic City and Monmouth Park tracks, 
under certain conditions, was appealed by 
Garden State Park, which now will have 
to pay the State $557,600 on breakage 
for 1946. 


$100,000 GUARANTEED 


The Bay Meadows Handicap, for 3- 
year-olds and upward at 11% miles will 
be for $100,000 guaranteed, according to 
an announcement made by William P. 
Kyne, general manager. “Guaranteed” 
indicates that the track will add enough 
money to the entry and starting fees 
to bring the total purse to $100,000. 

The race will be run at the Bay Meadows 
41-day fall meeting from October 28— 
December 13.

*“VEZZANO was a Classic Winner at 2 and was rated 
the fourth best 2-year-old of his year. 

At 3, *VEZZANO was the best of his year, winning 
the leading Classics of Italy and topping French leaders 
in the Grand International at Ostende. He started his 
3-year-old campaign by winning a stakes race at one mile, 
then he won these three Classics: 

Premio Principe Emanuele Filiberto, 14% miles, win- 
ning by two and one-half lengths. 

The Derby, 11% miles, winning by half a length over 
Sacrantino, with seven other leading horses of Italy trail- 
ing. 

Gran Premio di Milano, 1% miles, winning by one 
and one-half lengths over Gaio and eight others. 


He then was sent to Belgium for the Grand Inter- 
national and his return to Italy was delayed by the out- 
break of war which also put an end to his racing career. 
Worthy of note is the way *VEZZANO won at distances 
varying from six furlongs to 1% miles. At 3, he first 
won at a mile, next at 1% miles, next at 11% miles, and 
then at 1% miles. After working up to a distance of 
nearly two miles, he quickly dropped back to a route of 
1% miles, the distance of the Grand International, with 
speed enough to defeat some of the best horses of Europe. 

*VEZZANO won 698,550 lire and 600,000 franes. He 
made 13 starts, won eight races, was twice second, once 
third, twice fourth. He was sound throughout his career, 
was ready to go for every important race for which he 
was scheduled.

*“VEZZANO’S first foals went to the races in 1943 
and three years later, in 1946, he was Italy’s leading sire. 
His get already has won 25,000,000 lire. He has sired 
Classic Winners and many Stakes Winners. To Aug. 23, 
1937, his record for this season was 64 starters, 46 win- 
ners of 75 races, 13 placed and five unplaced. To the 
same date he had ten 1947 2-year-old starters. Seven of 


these had won, including the stakes winner RENOIR, one 
of the great hopes of the Tesio Stable.
